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EXPLOSIONS BRING BOSTON MARATHON TO TRAGIC HALT

BOSTON Two bombs ripped through the 
crowd at the finish line of the Boston Mara- 
thon on Monday, killing three people, maim- 
ing others and injuring more than ioo in what 
a White House official said would be treated 
as an “act of terror.” 

It was the worst bombing on U.S. soil since 
security was tightened after the attacks of 
Sept, ii, 2001, and President Obama prom- 
ised to hunt down whoever was responsible 
for the attack on a day when tens of thousands 
of spectators packed the streets to watch the 
world-famous race. 


No one has been arrested and the White 
House official said it had yet to be determined 
whether the attack came from a foreign or do- 
mestic source. 

Investigators found what could be five addi- 
tional, undetonated explosive devices around 
the Boston area, the Wall Street Journal re- 
ported, citing two unnamed people briefed 
on the investigation. The evidence had yet to 
be fully analyzed, the Journal said. 

The blasts, a few seconds apart, knocked 
some runners off their feet and shattered 
what had been a resplendent spring day 

Many runners were heading for the finish 


when a fireball and smoke rose from behind 
cheering spectators and a row of flags rep- 
resenting the nations of participants, video 
from the scene showed. 

The cheers turned to screams and panic. 

“I saw people who looked like they had 
their legs blown off. There was a lot of blood 
over their legs. Then people were being 
pushed in wheelchairs,” said Joe Anderson, 33, 
a fisherman from Pembroke, Mass., who had 
just run the race holding a large U.S. flag. 

Many of the victims were gravely injured, 
Massachusetts Governor Deval Patrick said. 

Some suffered shrapnel wounds and am-

putations and will require repeat operations 
in the coming days, said Peter Fagenholtz, a 
trauma surgeon at Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

The dead included an 8 -year-old boy the 
Boston Globe reported, citing two law en- 
forcement sources briefed on the investiga- 
tion.

On Monday afternoon, some of those Chi- 
cago-area runners shared firsthand accounts 
of the terror they witnessed during their runs, 
or the fear they suffered as they tried to con- 
tact loved ones. 

Diane Montiel, 63, of Chicago, whose husband, 
Steven Alexander, works for WGN, said she 
was in the bleachers not far from the explo- 
sion. She had been to the marathon four times 
prior, and said there was not a space along the 
entire route where people weren’t standing. 

She had just watched her daughter cross 
the finish line and was waiting for friends to 
cross when she heard the explosion. 

“We thought, 'Oh what’s that?’ ” she re- 
called. Then, seconds later, there was a second 
blast, stronger than the first. 

Police standing nearby yelled at her and 
others to duck down. 

“Within a few seconds, the smoke started 
to clear. The people [across the street] who

“I kept saying, 'Oh My God! Oh My God.’ 
I had never experienced anything like that 
before. But you just go, you run and keep go- 
ing. 'You become focused on getting out. I was 
shaking and then I started crying. We didn’t 
know if that was the end or if that is just the 
beginning. Boston is a small city and we were 
all packed in. I was very afraid.” 

Once she got away from the scene, she ran 
to the library police directed her to, and then 
ran all the way to her hotel. 

“We had no clue if more explosions were 
coming,” she said. “We were very fearful, be- 
ing so close. At that point all I really cared 
about was finding my daughter.” 

Frantic phone calls ensued, but it took 
40 minutes before she learned her daughter 
and husband were safe. 

Rebecca T rantowski Farrell, 37, of Glen Ellyn, 

had crossed the finish line seconds before the 
first explosion. 




“It sounded like a cannon, and there was 
all this gray smoke, then another one a cou- 
ple seconds later,” said Farrell. “I finished at 
about four hours, so I thought maybe it was a 
cannon or something they set off. 

“Then all the race personnel came out and 
were just yelling 'Get moving! Get out!’ ” 

She and others contemplated whether to 
climb fences and take cover, or just run away 
as fast as possible. 

“'You weren’t quite sure what to do,” she said. 

Farrell’s thoughts turned to her husband, 
John, who had planned to meet her near the 
finish line, which she could no longer see. Her 
husband, meanwhile, was outside the fenced- 
in finish area, panicked. 

“He had gotten a message that I had just 
crossed the finish line, then he heard the ex- 
plosion.” 

Instead of their planned meeting point, 
they found each other at the station for run- 


ners’ gear. 

She said emergency personnel were on the 
scene quickly running in the opposite direc- 
tion from her and other racers. 

“It felt like we were under siege,” she said. 
“It kind of stunned everybody” 

Dan Daly, 50, of Chicago, there with the Fleet 
Feet Boston Bound training group, had fin- 
ished the race and was walking toward his 
hotel when he heard the explosions about 
300 yards away 

“We froze. We thought something had 
fallen,” he said, but then saw people running. 

They “had the look of horror and terror. 
Children were crying and I knew it was an 
act of terror.” he said. “I was overcome with 
emotion and fear for those that were nearby. I 
couldn’t believe that someone or some group 
would do this to an event like the Boston 
Marathon.

The Wrigley revamp 
deal is done, but the 
work is far from over

“We will win the World Series.” 

Yep, Cubs owner Tom Ricketts went there. He 
said it Monday at a news conference at Wrigley 
Field to outline the team’s plans to renovate the 
99 -year-old ballpark. 

He said the “financial impact” of the develop- 
ment plan “will help us do that.” 

The development plan, which includes rights- 
of-way and new electronic and other signage and 
still needs zoning and community development 
approval, will make the organization more “ef- 
ficient” financially and “increase Theo’s ability to 
put dollars on the field,” Ricketts said, mention- 
ing Cubs President Theo Epstein. 

The Cubs would not have to pay the city of Chi- 
cago to use public sidewalks and streets to expand 
the Wrigley footprint. 

The team released details of its proposal with 
the city which allows the Cubs to upgrade Wrigley 
and add more night games and advertising in and 
around the ballpark. 

The Ricketts family plans to spend $300 mil- 
lion in the stadium and another $200 million de- 
veloping a hotel and office building on adjacent 
property Mayor Emanuel, in a statement Sunday 
stressed that the Cubs will restore Wrigley with- 
out taxpayer dollars. 

The city will vacate sidewalk space and one 
street lane on Waveland Avenue and sidewalk 
space on Sheffield Avenue, which according to 
the Ricketts’ proposal would be at no cost to the 
Cubs. The Cubs sought to expand the footprint 
of Wrigley as much as 10 feet outward to mitigate 
the effect of a giant video scoreboard in left field 
and see-through-sign in right field on rooftop 
clubs overlooking the stadium. 

The team also plans to construct a pedestrian 
bridge over Clark Street without having to pur- 
chase air rights from the city 


The Ricketts plan calls for a 175-room hotel with 75 parking spaces, retail stores and a 
health club on recently purchased property across Clark street. A pedestrian bridge over 
Clark Street would connect the hotel and triangle property plaza. 


The proposal includes a two-story Captain 
Morgan Club with a retail store and space for a 
visitors’ clubhouse. 


Other parts of the deal: 

» 40 night games, with systems in place to allow 
for additional night games when required by Major 
League Baseball’s national television contract 


» Four concerts per year 
and six 3:05 p.m. starts for 
Friday games 


» 1,000 free remote 
parking spaces with 
shuttles to Wrigley Field 


» 30 additional safety 
personnel outside the 
park after games
